Dworshak Charts 'Idaho Plan' to Tell 
Operations for His 'Little Man's RFC^ 



WASHINGTON. Jan. 33 W-An 
"Idalio plan" has been worked out 
by Senator Dworshak. TL, Ida., lo 
f.how congrci.* how his proposed 
•■little man's RFC" would work. 

The bin. In sponsorship of which 
IB senators nnd four members of tho 
lower house have Joined, would pro- 
vide for detailed exnmlnaUon ot 
community needs, for technical as- 
sistance In planning small business 
enterprises and for loans to establish 
new bUihiess or espanslors, 

Dworehnk discussed tho bill, ex- 
plained tho "Idaho plan" and In- 
cluded coalmen ti from Bny H. Dnin- 
namnn, commander In chief of the 
Veterans ot Porclgn Wars. In nn 
arUcle In The Congressional Record. 
He told n reporter he had In mind 
)l only Uie poislblllty of aiding 
small business ol all kinds but of 



providing a program which 
encourage vetcraiui now In training 
to become self supporting, 

Drannnmon esUmnled its p.i.wngc 
would save the government "a bllUon 
dollars n year," In costs ot nld to vet- 
emns. It requires no approprlnUon. 

The Idaho plan, ns Dworsh.ik de- 
scribed It, would be topped by n state 
planning board representing indus- 
try, finance, busines,-!, labor, sciences, 
the profeaalons, veterans and re- 
ligious groups. Like groups would bo 
set up for counucs, districts, com- 
munlUcs. 

To aid Uio planning boards, tech- 
nical committees would be set up 
for special advice to lho boanJ, to 
Individual or to buslncises.

Pravda readers learned that a New York 
factory foreman told Commdcs I. and Z. that 
the plant's workers couldn't even afford to go 
to a cafeteria any more, but had to lunch 
on bread that they brought from home. 
Affnnwhlle, In Chicago. Genera! ElscnhoB'er 
had spoken at a merchanLs banquet where , 
each guest was served a four-pound steak. 

Pravda readers were told that the "new 
look" Is a desperate measure to postpone de- 
pression, "Last autumn, at the command 
of the textile corporations, a new fashion 
was proclaimed !n America— long sklrLs," 
the authors discovered. "As If by maftlc the 
■whole press started praising the new style. 
(Oh, yeah?) It was advertised os Improving 
morality and possessing Important practical 
advantages." 

Probably (he Iznkov-Zhukov series wasn't 
aimed nt the thoughtful reader anjTvay, 
It was more likely aimed at those Soviet 
citizens whose minds have been regimented 
from childhood by Russia's Insulated, one- 
sided educational system, and who swallow 
anything the government hands out. 

There must be millions of those thought- 
less readers In Russia. They are the ones 
who are being urged to Increase their pro- 
duction or who are being kept In the armed 
lorces to make their country strong against 
the coming Imperialist war that the top com- 
munists are always shouting about.
